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The Planning and Zoning Com- 
mission’s public hearing to dis- 
cuss the preliminary draft of the 
Open Space Element of the Al- 
bany General Plan, held on Tues- 
day, July 10, was very poorly at- 


tended, according to Planning 
Commission chairman, Sam 
Dows. 


The draft, prepared by Dunean 
& Jones, Consultants, and pre- 
sented by their senior planner, 
Joan Lamphier, noted that Al 
bany, because of its size and lo- 
cation, had few areas to develop 
for parks and recreation. It did, 
however, suggest that the City 
attempt to preserve and improve 
several additional areas for open 
space, including a recommenda- 
tion that “the City explore means 
of providing public access to the 
shoreline area, until such time as 
the Albany Isles plan is com- 
pleted.” 

Noting the failure of the Mid- 
dle School and Recreational Fa- 
cility Bond issue in the recent 
June election, the Consultants al- 
so suggested that the City con- 
sider acquiring and developing 
that section of Gill Tract in Uni- 
versity Village as a future school 
site and recreational area. 

Another suggestion was for the 
City to acquire the vacant prop- 
erty adjacent to Codornices 
Creek; bounded by Francis, Neil- 
son and Tevlin Streets and the 
Albany City line. On this partic- 
ular block the creek is surround- 
ed by trees and a large undevel- 
oped flat area, which offers a 
natural, undeveloped beauty in 
contrast to the surrounding ur- 
ban development, and should be 
preserved, 


Commission Continues Open 
Space Hearing To July 24 


Noting the importance of Al- 
bany Hill as a visual landmark in 
the City, Duncan & Jones recom- 
mends that the City accept Inter- 
state General’s offer of two par- 
cels of land for public open space 
—the four-acre site at the base 
of the Hill, adjacent to the Blind 
Orientation Center, and the two- 
acre Overlook Park to be located 
at the top of the Hill. According 
to the feelings of the Planning 
Commission, the development | 
and maintenance of this open! 
space will increase the Parks and 
Recreation Department budget, 
but will be offset by the en- 
haneed property values in the 
area. 

The Planning Commission, on 
reviewing the plan, requested 
that the maps accompanying the 
plan indicate all open space in 
the City, including the Marin 
School site and the proposed 
Middle School site. 

The Commission also requested 
financial data regarding the cost 
of acquiring and developing the 
Codornices Creek aren property. 

Action on the plan was _ post- 
poned until the Planning Com- 
mission’s next meeting, to be 
held at 8 p.m., Tuesday, July 24, 
in the City Council Chambers. 

Although the Commission 
closed its public hearing on the 
plan at its July 10 meeting, after 
all persons had been heard, 
should attendance at the July ete 
meeting give evidence of suffi- 
cient interest, the hearing may 
be re-opened for more plblic dis- 
cussion. 

Following the Commission's fin- 
al action, the Plan will be re- 
| ferred to the Albany City Coun- 
cil for approval and adoption.
